Washington Fall of Republicans From

W aswinetron, March 7.—[{Special.]—The re- 
publican office seekers of Georgia are here in 
great force. 

Colonel Buck came today. He is quartered 
jn an clegant suite of front rooms at the Eb- 
bitt, and has been surrounded every since his 
arrival by a horde of hungry office seekers. 

General Longstreet, on the other hand, has 
quarters at 814 Twenty-first street, and he, too, 
has his faction surrounding him at all times, 

WHAT THE CHIEFS ARE DOING. 

Colonel Buck, escorted by his leading staff 
officers, headed by Colone! Locke, were at the 
white house this morning, but they were un- 
able to see the president on account of the 
rush of callers. Colonel Buck, however, had 
an interview with Private Secretary 'Lije 
Halford, and has arranged to call on tbe presi- 
dent later. 

General Longstreet did not strike quite so 
high today. He simply visited the state de- 
partment, and is engaged in making himself 
solid with James G. Biaine. Blaine and 
Lonestreet have been friends fora long time, 
and the anti-Buck people say the Maine man 
will be with them. Blaine will talk with 
President Harrison, and then Longstreet wil: 
commence his work directly. Colonel suck 
prefers to do his little work first-handed, and 
then let his influential friends add to it, if pos- 


gible. ,

promises to be a Warm and bitter one, In fact 
it has already gone so far that both leaders are 
becoming somewhat uneasy and seek to deny 
that the contest is as bitter as pictured. Long- 
strect says little on the outside, but to his fol 
lowers he expresses himself as confident of suc- 
cess in the fight which he claims is being made 
on him by the Buck men. He simply wants 
the oflices given to good men, and wants the 
carpet baggers left out.

Colonel Buck, on the other hand, said to- 
night that he was making no fight on General 
Longstreet, or any one else, he simply wants 
the offices given to the best men. He says he 
desires to take no part in any contest over the 
oftices, but simply desires to fill his position as 
chairman of the state republican committee.

Ed Angierhas the 
solid support of the Jongstreet men, and they 
already assert that the office is to be his. Will 
Haight, however, is stillin the race, and if 
the Darnell-Angier fight becomes too bitter 
for either to get in, Haight will reach the goal 
as a dark horse.’ This is not atall improbable, 
as Haight has some very solid support among 
leading public men here.

Marshal Lamar’s 
chief deputy, is here in the race for the south- 
ern marshalship. M.G. Hall has withdrawn in 
his favor. but he is to be opposed by Theo 
Bash, of Savannah, and A. E. Sholes, the di- 
rectory man. Judge Speer, Colonel Locke, 
W. W. Brown and both factions are said to be 
for Corbett. 

DICK DOW APPEARS. 

R. I. O'Kelly, of Grantville, is here, run- 
ning for the marshalship of the northern dis- 
trict, but Dick Dow, it is understood, will 
come outin aday or two with the full Long- 
street support, and a goodly backing from 
other Georgia republicans, 

The tight for collector of customs at Savan- 
nah is already on, and Colone! Taggart will be 
in the race as a Buck man, while Tom John- 
son will run on the Longstreet ticket.

The New Cabinet Unable to Attend to Busi. 
ness on Account of Visitors. 

W asnixcton, March 7,—Secretaries Biaine, 
Proctor and Tracy came to tlieir respective 
offices early this morning, but if they had any 
idea of attending to officiai business, they :nust 
have abandoned it when they saw the number 
of people awaitingthem. Senators, represent- 
ative aud high officials Came in twos and 
threes. Stme brought friends, and many 
ladies were among the callers. Russell Harri- 
son, witha party of Montana poople, made 
rounds of the departments. They called on 
the secretaries only to pay their respects, and 
had no designs upon the offices. General 
Sherman and Admiral Porter were among the 
notables who attended impromptu receptions. 

WALK BLAINE AT WORK, 

No official changes have yet been recorded 
in subordinate offices; but Walker Blaine oc- 
cupied the seat vacated by TI irst Assistant 
Secretary Rivesin the department of state, 
and Thomas Sherman, who formerly served as 
Secretary Blaine’s private seeretary, was en- 
deavoring to protect the secretary from inroads 
of the public. 

Both of them have voluntarily taken hold to 
help to smooth the way for the new adminis- 
tration, butin neither case has appointment 
been made. 

In the war department William C. Endicott, 
Jr., continues to fill the post of private secre- 
tary. His father, the late secretary of war, 
called upon his successor this morning pre- 
sumabiy tosupply lim with information re- 
specting current Business. Senators Paddock 
and Hawley and Representative Dorsey 
of Nebraska, were among Secretary Proctor’s 
callers, and they sabsequently called upon 
Secretaries Blaine and Tracy. No appoint 
ment has yet been made to fill the private sec- 
retaryship in the navy department vacated by 
Mr. Fletcher, and an assistant is discharging 
the routine duties of the oftice. 

I’x-Senator Chandler called about midday 
upon Secretary Tracy, and had quite a long 
chat with him. 

In all of the executive departments located 
in the state, war and navy buildings, changes 
likely to result from the changes in the politics 
of the administration are few in number, be- 
cause a long line of precedents favors the con- 
tinuation of bureau chiefs in the state depart- 
ment, while in other departments superior 
posts are mostly filled by detailed army and 
navy olficers. 
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TENDERING THEIR RESIGNATIONS. 
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Who Will Probably Get the Places of the 
tetiring Officers. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Comptroller Dur- 
ham, Commissioner of Internal Revenue Mil- 
ler, and Fourth Auditor Shelley have tender- 
ed their resignations to Secretary Windom to 
take effect at his convenience. Messrs. Mason, 
of West Virginia; Montgomery, of Ohio, and 
Evans, of Kentucky, are leading candidates for 
the internal revenue collectorship. Mr. Evans 
occupied a position under the Arthur adminis- 
tration. 

Treasurer Hyatt will tencer Lis resignation 
to the president at the first opportunity. It is 
said that Mr. Huston, chairmanof the Indiana 
republican committee, is likely to be his suc- 
cessor, and Charles E. Coon, formerly assistant 
secretary of the treasury, 1s reported to be an 
applicant forthe position of comptroller of 
currency. It is said, however, that Secretary 
Windom has requested him to resume his 
former position. 

Mr. Burchard, formerly a director of the 
mint,was a caller on the secretary this morning, 
and is said to be an applicant for this office, but

A large number of senators and ex- 
members of congress availed theinselves of the 
opportunity afforded and called to pay their 
respects, and throughout the day the room of 
the secretary was filled with visitors. No dis- 
tinction was made in favor of politieians, and 
the general public was laigely represented. 

The routine business of the department was 
not seriously interrupted, and _ there was 
nothing apparent in the various bureaus to 
show that the depariment had passed from 
democratic to republican control. 
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A DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS 
To Select Representatives on Committees of 
the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—After tle adjourn- 
ment of the senate today the deinocratic mem- 
bers heid a caucus, at which the subject of 
representation on the committees was under 
consideration. 

Messrs. Gorman, Cockrell, Voorhees, Harris, 
Ransom, Walthall and Blackburn was ap- 
pointed a committee to confer with the repub- 
lican caucus committee on the arrangement of 
committees, and they will meet tomorrow for 
that purpose. 

Mr. Gorman was elected chairman of the 
caucus in place of Senator Harris, who has 
filled the place for some time. There was a 
sentiment expressed favorable to the abolish- 
ing of certain committees that have practi- 
cally no duties to perform. It was the opin- 
ion that since every senator is provided witha 
clerk, chairmanships are unnecessary, if not 
useless, unless there are rooms for the accom- 
modation of commiitees, which is not the 
case. 

Senator Aldrich, chairman of the committee 
on rules, and Architect Clark will get together 
as soon as possible for the purpose of devising 
some re-arrangement of space by which every 
committee will have a room if possible,

HARRISON FAIRLY RESIEGED BY 
HUNGRY APPLICANTS. 


CiViIL SERVICE LAW A DEAD LETTER 


Party Service to he Rewarded in a Hurry— 
The Georgia Contesting Delegations 
on Hand—Other Gossip.

Wasntnaton, March 7.—[Special.]— Never 
before in the history of any new incoming ad- 
ministration, was the rush, scramble, hustle, 
bustle and confusion, an@ knocking down and 
dragging out, and general turmoil for office, 
anything to compare with whatit is at the 
national capita! at the present time. 

There are fifty applicants for every office 
and name embraced in the blue book. There 
are already twenty-seven applicants for the 
office of public printer, and they are all in 
town, fairly tearing up the asphalt pavement 
in front of the white house, so anxious are 
they to get their petitions before Lije and 
Crown Prince Russell and the president. All 
day long President Harrison was besieged by 
thousands who were practically battering down 
the doors of the executive mansion, to lay 
their claims before him for positions. A sim- 
ilar disgraceful spectacle was never before en- 
acted by any party, in 

THE GENERAL SCRAMBLE FOR SPOILS, 
and the Indiana repubiicans lead the van. 
rom the general tenor of expressions to be 
heard about the corridors of the hotels and 
other public places, the civil service law is to 
be knocked higher than a kite. Lije Halford 
was today the hero of the hour. It required 
three colored and four white messengers to 
stand atthe doors. Lije conducted himself 
with great decorum in the early hourg of the 
day. He was fresh and bright as the morning 
rose. At about 11 o’clock he showed signs of 
weariness, and at half past three, when the 
white house closed, the able private secretary 
was in a state of absolute exhaustion. He had 
met the enemy and he was theirs. Indiana 
seems to have become the banner state 
and to have taken possession of everything. 
Those who know the president well in Indian- 
apolis have not yet become sufficiently respect- 
ful for him and his high oftice. In making 
inquiry about him, instead of asking, “‘Is the 
president in ?’’ most of them would say: 

‘Ts Ben up stairs?” 

Halford is always referred to as Lije. It 
was the general belief that the same consider- 
ation would be shown to the private secretary 
that was extended to his worthy predecessor, 
and that he should be known as Colonel 
Halford instead of plain Lije. 

EVERY DEMOCRAT MUST GO. 

There is a very general feeling, which is 
encouraged in a very marked degree by the 
more prominent members of the party, that 
every democrat, no matter how large or how 
sinall lis position, must go. What willremain 
of the civil service law after the administration 
has getten down to fairly good speed, will ap- 
parently be so juggled in the manipulation of 
appointments at the close of the administration 
that there will not be a single person in 
the civil departments of the government 
that will not be a _ pronounced 
and enthusiastic republican. Much was 
said about the manner in which the democrats, 
who had been out of power for a quarter ot a 
century when Mr. Cleveland came in, clam- 
ored for party recognition. It is not making an 
exaggerated statement to say that where one 
was then asking for office, there is now twenty. 
It would require at least four or five thousand 
offices to satisfy the hungry hordes that are

AN EXTRA SESSION WAS NOBDESIRABLE 

was because it would bring a rush of office 
eckers to the white house to occupy his time 
at the outstart. How much more his time 
would have been taken up than it now is would 
be difticult to imagine, for candidates seem to 
spring from the earth or fall from the skies, as 
they are on the streets, in the hotels, lobbies 
and around the white house when that estab- 
lishment is open. 

It is understood that no nominations will be 
sent to the senate until Monday next, but on 
that day one or two important nominations 
will go in, including the assistant secreta- 
ries of the departments, and later in the week 
probably the appointmentsfor the oflices of 
commissioner of patents, public printer and 
chief of the bureauof printing and engraving. 

Walker Blaine is expected to be first assist- 
ant secretary of state, and James M. Huston, 
of Indiana, who at first was regarded asa 
eandidate tor first assistant postmaster general, 
is thought to be slated for-first assistant secre- 
tary of the treasury. Charles E. Coon is a 
candidate for the same place, having held it 
under President Arthur. Ex-Postmaster 
General James N. Tyner is a candidate for 
first assistant postinaster general. 

There is a good deal of complications 
in the polities of Indiana, and it is thought 
these will operate against Tyner’s advance- 
ment. Itis hard to judge of the strength of 
the Indiana candidates from the fact that 
General Harrison is generally personally ac- 
quainted with most of them, and will dispose 
of applicants for prominent positions from 
that state according to his own views, and 
without much consultation from outsiders. 

THE PENSION BUREAU. 

General Brown, of Ohio, is expected to be 
the next commissioner of pensions. It is well 
understood that General Black will be among 
the first of the commissioners to be removed. 
It will be recalled that General Black mado 
an exposure of the administration of Commis- 
sioner Dudley, and the latter is now urging 
Black’s speedy removal. Colonel Dudley does 
not ask to name Bla@k’s successor, but he does 
want that successor to be named very shortly. 
He will get his wish unless all indications are 
misieading.

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CROWDING THE WHLTE HOUSE. 


The People Still Shaking President Harri 
son’s Hand. 

WaswHiInaton, March 7.—Callers at the 
white house today outnumbered those of yes- 
terday. It was about half-past nine o’clock 
when the president made his appearance in 
the official part of the house, and received the 
interstate commerce commissioners with state 
railroad commissioners now inthe city. Fol- 
lowing them were about 1,900 persons who 
wished to shake the presidential hand. When 
this wearisome task was over, the president 
climbed the stairs only to ‘find himself con- 
fronted with senators, representatives and 
ofiice-seekers. The greater number of them 
really called to pay their respects, but another 
—and not an inconsiderable number—could 
not let pass the.opportunity to whisper a word 
in favor of their particular candidates for 
various offices. 

Soon after noon a Michigan delegation called 
by appointment. As they have not yet’agreed 
upon the man and place they want, they did 
nothing more than exchange formal courtesies 
with the head of the new administration. 
After that and until luncheon the president’s 

TIME WAS TAKEN UP IN HANDSHAKING 
with the public. Among those received were 
colored editors atid a Texas delegation. Ex- 
Postmaster-General Key and  ex-Minister 
Schenck were also among the morning callers. 

During the afternoon the number of callers 
showed a little diminution. Patrick Egan, 
the irish agitator, was prominent among 
them.

TO PREVENT THE PLAGUE. 


Proceedings of the Quarantine Conference at 
Montgomery. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 7.—The quaran- 
tine conference met pursuant to adjournment 
this morning. An interesting paper was read 
by Dr. D. W. Burgess, of the United States 
marine hospital service, stationed at Havana. 
He urged greater efforts to prevent yellow 
fevor from being brought to this country by 
steamships and in smuggled gooas, 
eee resolutions offered by Dr. Wilkinson, 
of NeW Urieans, was adopted, calling on the 
government for & etter ‘patrol service on the 
coast of Florida 

Surgeon Genocrai Hamilton said the 
United ‘States goverment should 
have a physician toevery consulate i. forcign 
ports where yellow fever and’ other infectious 
diseases are liable to break out in order to 
secure tothe government, through tie con- 
sular agents, reliable information for the pro- 
tection of the American people. 

Resolutions indorsing Dr. Hamilton’s propo- 
sition was olfered by Dr. Foster, of Georgia, 
and was adopted by the conforence. Dr. 
Hamilton offered a resolution, giving the 
opinion of the conference, that ail nations 
should endeavor to eradicate the plague cen- 
ters as a menace to the others, and that our 
state department be requested to notify other 
nations of this action. Adopted. The presi- 
dent appointed a committee, consisting of one 
from each state, represented to prepare and 
promulgate rales and regulations to coatrol 
aud enforce quarantines.

‘MILLIONS FOR SHIPS 


GREAT BRITAIN WISHES TO EN- 
LARGE 178 NAVY. 


AND’ BE THE PRIDE OF THE WORLD 


The Proposition Made in the House of Com- 
mons—The New King of Servia and 
His Mother—Other Foreign News. 


a 


LONDON, March 7.--In the house. of com- 
mons today Lord George Hamilton, first lord 
of the admiralty, stated that the delav in sup- 
plying the navy with guns was due to the fail- 
ure of the system of lining. AU ships, he 
said, would be supplied by the end of the 
present year. He stated that the government 
proposed to build eight first class men-of-war 
of 14,000 tons each, and two of 9,000 tons, nine 
first class cruisers, twenty-eight smaller 
cruisers, four of the Pandora type of 
cTuisers and eighteen of the sharpshooter 
type of torpedo vessels. The total tonnage of 
all these vesse!s will be 
and the total cost © £21,500,000, 
asked that £10,000,000 be appropriated from 
the consolidated fund for the proposéd increase 
of the navy, and that the remainder of the 
sum required be provided for in _ the ordi- 
nary estimates. He promised that the admi- 
ralty’s programme would be executed within 
four and a half years. 

Mr. Goschen, chancellor of the exchequer, 
said that the total vote to be asked for 1889 
was £4,650,000, including £2,000,000 for the 
new construction. [t was not proposed to raise 
the £10,000,000 asked, which might be called 
the naval defense fund, by means of a loan. 
The government’s scheme was to equalize the 
payiments over seven years, imposing $1,420,- 
000 additional taxation yearly. 

Lord George Hamilton said that £10,000,000 
of the work would be put out at private con- 
tract, while the remainder would be done in 
the government dockyards. The scheme must 
stand orfallasawhole. Therefore he hoped 
the opposition would treat the proposals in a 
patriotic spirit. Hedid not think that the 
proposed naval increase would indace other 
nations toattempt torival England in naval 
strengtli, because England had refrained from 
military. rivalry. Further, he did not believe 
any other power was ea; of erecting such 
an extensive programme ia 80 short a time. 

Lord Randolph Churchill criticised the goy- 
ernment for making proposals which might be 
upset by succeeding governments. 

Lord Ciarles Beresford complained that the 
governinent gave no real reason why just so 
mauy ships—no more and no less~—should be 
built. He gave notice of an amendment declar- 
ing that England’s naval strength to out-equal 


the navies of France and any other great power 
combined. 

The army estimates for 1800 show an in- 
crease of £597,600. 

The radicals will oppose every stage of leg 
islation connected with Lord George Hamil- 
ton’s scheme. Itis expected that Mr. Glad- 
stone will lead the opposition attack on the 
govermment.

CHARLESTON, S. C., March: T.—-[Special.]~ 
For the first time inthe history of South Caro 
lina, tiureé lynchers have been convicted in the 
courts. At Pickens, yesterday, Bolton, Hey- 
ward and Williams, colored men, charged with 
murder, were found guilty, with a recom- 
menudation to mercy. Three others, charged 
with the same offense, were acquitted. The 
case is a remarkable one. It is the first oneon 
record, in the history of this state, of a negro 
lynching a white man.

"ka AA juror qualified, Captain Rutherford 
would ask the court to allow him to cross- 
examine the juror for the purpose of learning 
what the juor’s idea was as to the meaning of 
the words prejadice and bias, and what was 
the juror’s understanding of the term ‘“‘per- 
fectly impartial’ as relating (to the condition 
of the juror’s mind between the state and the 
accused, 

The court would not allow Captain Ruther- 
ford to ask these questions nor would the 
court itself ask them. The court held that 
the jurors were competent men and took it for 
granted they understood the meaning of the 
words and terms.

| HOME OF GENERAL TOOMBS: 


SARROW ESCAPE OF THE OLD 
MANSIUN. 


A Historic Dwelling, Kecalling the Days 
of Our Grandfathers—Political Scenes 
Before the War. 


Wasninaton, Ga., March 7.—[Special.]— 
The historic mansion of General Toombs, at 
this place, had a narrow escape from destruc- 
tion by fire the other morning. An outbuild- 
ing was burned and the main dwelling was in 
great danger. It was covered with blankets, 
but the water thrown on them rose in vapor 
almost as fast as poured on. Suddenly the 
wind changed and remained until the outhouse 
was consumed. As there are few fire facilities 
here it would have been about impossible to 
put the fire out if the house had caught. 

THE TOUMBS DWELLING 

was built in the early part of the century by a 
gentleman who then represented Georgia in 
congress, Dr. Joel Abbott, grandfather of 
Colonel Joel Abbott Billups, of Madison. It 
was from the first a substantial mansion, with 
spacious, airy rooms, ample windows and 
lofty ceilings. General Toombs bought it about 
the time when he was first elected to 
congress. He made several additions at dif- 
ferent times, among other things adding the 
colonnade of fluted pillars, characteristic of 
the best ante-bellum houses. After the war 
he again builta new diningroom, kitchen at- 
tached and every modern convenience. It 
was finally modernized in the interior, large 
sliding doors put intoit,anewand handsome 
greenhouse erected by Mr. Dudley 5DuBose, 
who spent a great deal of money on it to bring 
it into accordance with the taste of his young 
bride, Miss Emma Robertson. Mrs. Dubose 
lived in it less than a year. At the death of 
Mrs. Toombs, who was, hike most good house- 
wives, a coilector of glass and china, the house 
contained a good deal of ware of that 
character interesting from association. Gen- 
eral Toombs had had much of it with him in 
Washington when United States senator, and 
there were dishes and plates from which Clay, 
Calhoun and Webster and nearly every great 
man of his time had eaten. Much of this has 
been divided between the DuBose heirs, but 
Mr. Toombs DuBose probably owns a good 
deal, 

The Toombs place was a characteristic man- 
sion of the olden time, with orchards of very 
fine fruit, gardens, pastures stretching back 
from the village street, and when General 
Toombs lived there with a retinue of between 
twenty-five and thirty sertants (and a dozen 
other gentlemen in Washington had the same) 
it was a home and establishment fit for a 
nobleman. 

The house now belongs to aniece of General 
Toombs, Mrs. Frank Colley, whose husband is 
awell known lawyer. She was Miss Kate 
Toombs. General Toombs’s brother, Gabriel 
Toombs, married a very handsome and refined 
lady, Miss Richardson. She had four daugh- 
ters, all noted for their great beauty, and that 
indetinable look of breeding which mere dress 
and refinement cannot give. Mrs. Colley isa 
very suitable occupant of the house, a woman 
of great good sense and dignity of character, a 
true woman in alk relations of life. 

THE VISITORS TO THE HOUSE. 

Probably no old house in Georgia has seen 
more good company in the best 
sense than this. Before the 
war the bar of the northern judicial circuit 


was avery distinguished one. General Toombs, - 


himself—striking and distinguished in appear- 
ance—-so wise, so brilliant a talker, so ready to 
retort. What he was when as an old man, 
was nothing compared to General Toombs in 
his young arrogance. The two Stephens, 
Alexander and Linton, were algo of that bar, 
and few men of this day Know what Alexan- 
der was in his prime. He became a .- philoso- 
pher—always a charming, thoughtful talker; 
but in his early career he was a famous teller 
of apt, humorous, appropriate, side-splitting 
stories, of which the point was always sharp- 
ened by the shrill, distinct, high-pitched voice. 
He was one of the most success@ul popu- 
lar orators that ever spoke in Georgia, 
entertaining from the first to the 
very last word. Linton Stephens was always 
regarded by the bar the superior man of the 
two. When Wilkes court assembled it brought 
an array of talent. Thomas W. Thomas and 
Shockley, from Columbus; Greene Foster, 
from Madison; perhaps Tom or Howell Cobb, 
and per chance, some lawyer from the Augusta 
bar. General Toombs always gave a dinner to 


the bar, Judge Andrews another, and the gen- - 


eral’s day was fixed and recognized, court ad- 
journing earlier to gotoit. It was aconvivial 
generation andthe dinner would have been 
regarded as wholly incomplete without the 
best of wine, though men seldom took too 
much. Twice ayear for more than twenty 
years the old house was filled with such assem- 
blages of such men. If the walls could talk, 
could report the good things which sent up such 
a roar from the diningroom, we should have 
preserved to us some of the wit and wisdom of 
the past wholly unworthy to be lost. 
OTHER SCENES IN THE HOUSE. 

The old house saw some other scenes. It 
was the headquarters of orators who took part 
in the political canvasses before the war, when 
(georgia was divided in polities so that a great 
effort was made to carry her. Here they came 
to and from appointments, discussing the 
plans, laughing over the humors of campaigns 
in Which, perhaps, Ben Hill met Stephens or 
Toombs. ‘The old Georgia constituency be- 
fore intelligence was swamped, was an audi- 
ence for which such men prepared themselves 
thoroughly. ‘The old Georgia voters were not 
as a mass, reading men—neither were the old 
Greeks, but their native powers had _ been 
improved by hearing discussions from men of 
signal ability on the two noblest of all sub, 
jects, politics and religion. Toombs and the 
Stephens and Hill never spared_their best 
wisdom and wit for such audiences. The re- 
porter of the campaign world narrate with 
the best recorded in that line and it would all 
be repeated everywhere. Now for example, 
Ben Hill told Little Alexander that the latter 
had forgotten the people who were his makers. 
How Stephens straightened his slender form 
and said: ‘‘Not man but God made him,’’ and 
how Ben Hill retorted, ‘Yes but he did not 
pronounce you good.”’ 

THE OLD CANNON, 
days there was 
non in Washington which had _s re- 
mained in the town since the 
revolution, and the boys of fifteen or sixteen 
who were the camp fellowers of such a cam- 
paign, always wanted to fire it off at the close 
—that is, the victorious side. But the other 
side always wanted to silence the cannon. It 
was a dangerous little piece, that had a way of 
jumping up and turning a somersault when 
fired. The cannon was always hidden and 
spiked by the losers, when they saw how 
things were going; and, having performed 
that high public duty, they went off to bed. 
But about 12 0 clock, or later, sleepy people 
would be aroused by the report of the old can- 
non or the night air. 

Tiere were gatherings of another kind in 
the old house. When the political battle for 
election day was fought and won, the polls 
closed, and only was there delay to get the 
news, late in the night, to know how Elbert 
and Lincoln had gone, and by what majorities, 
the crowd adjourned to General Toombs’s or 
Judge Andrews, as the case might be, to drink 
a glass and hear a speech in honor of success. 
The dining-room was open, the speech made 
from thelcolonnade, (and Mrs. Toombs’s roses 
in the front yard took a week to get over the 
trample of the crowd.) General Toombs and 
Judge Andrews were on opposite sides usually,

But the most striking and affecting scene in 
its history occurs while General Toombs and 
his wife were in Europe; andtheir last living 
child, Mrs. Sallie DuBose died.

THE CAPITAL OF DOOLY. 


Vienna Showing Signs of Marked Improve- 
mente. 


Vienna, Ga.. March 7.—[{Special.]—Vienna | 


is ‘getting there, too.’’ It is generally con- 
ceded that the quantity of freight handled at 
a town is a pretty safe index of its prosperity 
and importance, and, in this land of cotton, 
the amount of business transacted during the 
busy season is generally gauged by its receipts 
of the fleecy staple. The Georgia Southern 
railroad was completed to this place last 
August. During the season just passed (our 
first) nearly three thousand bales of cotton 
were shipped from here, besides large numbers 
from little way stations close by, a good 
share of the proceeds of which was spent 
here. This, too, in spite of the fact that 
many farmers, owing for .supplies at 
Hawkinsville and Montezuina. carried their 
cotton to those towns, who, another year, will 
come to Vienna. The books of the railroad 
agent at this point shows that the total re- 
ceipts for freight delivered at Vienna from 
January Ist to date (two months) amount to 
$6,112.75. During the same time 1,125 tons of 
guano have been delivered here, and twenty 
car loads stand at present on the track, un- 
broken. ‘These figures will give some idea of 
the amount of real business done here. We 
had cotton buyers here all winter, and paid as 
much for cotton as Hawkinsville or Montezu- 
ma, and at times, more. 

Our merchants are all doing a large and 
thriving business, which is constantly on the 
increase; our population, already doubled 
within the last twelve months, is steadily 
growing, and altogether, the prospects are 
bright. And in all this development, we have 
had but very little outside assistance. It is 
the magnificent territory, densely populated 
with prosperous farmers, by which we are sur- 
ineaded. which is backing and sustaining us, 
and which will make Vienna one of the first 
towns of southern Georgia. 

We are soonto have a bank and artesian 
well, as well asa large hotel. We have one of 
the best weeklies in the state-~the Dooly Vin- 
dicator. Tax has been levied to_ build an ele- 
gant brick courthouse; and when the Central 
road is built through here, from Eastman to 
Americus, which is but a question of time, our 
future prosperity will be assured. 

Situatad in the @enter of the “‘state of 
Dooly,” its capital city, and surrounded by a 
magnificent territory, a wealth of timber, and 
no town nearer than Abbeville on the east, 
and arich farming country north, west and 
south, Vienna offers a field for investment ex- 
celled nowhere. There is room 
for many more business enter- 
prises here. A wagon manufactory, 
a furniture establishment, hardware store, are 
all badly needed, and would do alarge busi- 
ness. Only the outskirts of the city can be 
seen from the cars.

men. They will be met there by Colonel Cole 
and several hundred boomers from the western 
border of the territory. Throngs of anxious

be fully 2,000 men here inside of a week unless 
the military moves from Fort Reno at once. 
Preparations for a raid have been going 
on at the fort for some time, and it is expected 
they will move tomorrow or next day. The 
probabilities are, however, that a raid of the 
soldiers would only result in the scattering of 
the squatters through the woods, as they are 
already within the limits of Oklahoma in 
sufficient numbers to come back faster than 
they can be sent out.

A Talk With Councilman Haas onthe Work 
Being Done-—The Cost of Perfccting the 
Sewer System. 


~ 


Atlanta is rapidly perfecting the finest and | 


most complete sewer system in the south. 

The work is all being done from a sanitary 
standpoint, and the $100,000 which has been 
appropriated for it is being carefally and judi- 
ciously expended by the committee, Mr. Haas, 
chairman, and Mr. Meador and Mr. McLen- 
don. That trio of councilmen give every 
piece of work a careful investigation before it 
is begun, and then watch it through its con- 
structicn. 

Mr. Haas is especially attentive to the work. 
He is thoroughly awake apon the necessity of 
good sewers, and. ambitious to have a monu- 
ment to himself in the sewer system he has 
inaugurated. 

For he did inaugurate it. 

Last year he was a member of the sewer 
committee, and in a short time his usual 
incisive disposition led him to an investigation 
which resulted in finding flaw after flaw with 
the work. Then he began working to securea 
sanitary engineer and finally succeeded. Since 
becoming chairman of the committee, Mr. 
Haas has been more avowed, if possible, than 
ever to produce a perfect system. He fought 
hard to secure an apportionment from the city 
of $80,000 for this year’s work, but failed. 

“Had I been given that money,’ he said 
yesterday, ‘‘we could have a great work.”’

TRIED SEVEN TIMES. 


SHE WAS TIRED OF LIFE AND DIS- 
PLAYED HER FEELINGS. 


A Negro Woman Made Seven Separate and Distinc 
Attempts at Suicide Yesterday—One or Two 
Were Nearly Successful. 

It isn’t often that negroes make any real 
effort at suicide, but there was a decided ex- 
ception to this rule yesterday. 

@it was a negro woman named Sallie Solomon 

She learned yesterday morning, it seems, 
that a man she had lived with for a long time 
had just died in Birmingham. 

She tried first to get by subscription money 
enough to go to Birmingham and bury the 
man, or at least to go there and see him buried. 
She failed in this and beeame very despondent. 

About 7 o’clock she ran out of her house, on 
Tolbert’s alley in the fourth ward, and went 
straight to a well in the yard. She climbed up 
on the box casing and started 
headforemost down through the open- 
ing. The opening was a smali one 
and some of her neighbors saw and ran to her 
before she could get through. She was dragged 
out of the well and carried back to her home} 

Half an hour later she tied a knot in the end 
of a rope and fixed the knot in a crack in the 
wall. Then she mounteda stooland tied the 
rope tightly around her neck. Finally, her ar- 
rangements being completed, she kicked the 
stool] out from under her and began hanging in 
earnest. 

When found she was unconscious, but she 
was cut down promptly and in a little while 
was all right. 

Three times in snecession 
watched for her opportunity, and attempted 
to throw herself into the well: She fought 
savagely when the neighbors caught her. 

About 9 o’clock she lung herself again. Pa- 
trolman Curtwright happened to be passing 
near by and heard her struggles. He pushed 
in the door and saved the woman's life again. 

A number of neighbors were called in to 
watch the woman. It was while seven or 
eight of them were in the room yet that the 
woman made her last attempt. 

There-was a lamp onthe mantelpiece and a 
fire in the grate. 

The woman seized the lamp and broke it 
over her head. Then she ran tothe fireplace 
and threw herself head foremost into the fire. 
Her clothing and hair were saturated with oil, 
and blazed up instantly, but the flames were 
put out immediately,and no serious injury 
was done. 

Patrolman Curtwright carried the woman 
to the stationhouse for safe keeping,and she 
was kept locked up for the remainder of the 
night.

He was in court, and was represented by Ar- 
nold & Arnold and Colonel McAfee. 

Mr. Steinan and the foreman of the factory, 


Mr. Seligman, were'also present. 

Dr. Amos K. Fox, foreman of the last grand 
jury, was put upon the stand, and under oath 
he swore that Charlie Tilden had testified be- 
fore the grand jury that he purchased the 
whisky at the National hotel bar. 

Foreman Fox asked him if he was sure, be- 
yond a doubt, that he got it there, and the wit- 
ness said that he was. Hehad been with some 
other boys and they had all been drinking, 
but he did not know where they got their’s. 
He bought a bottle and had it filled. 

IT WAS KEP LIQUOR. 

Dr. Fox was careful to ask him if it was red 
liquor or corn liquor, and he said it was red 
liquor. 

Tilden said that he was drunk when locked 

up, but not drunk when he bought the whisky. 

Solicitor-General Hill was then put upon 
the stand, end he testified to the same facts, 
stating that he had examined the boy previous 
to his examination before the grand jury, and 
Tilden had then asserted — ely that he 
purchased it atthe Nationa hotel bar. The 

ury was very careful to ascertain whether he 
had bought it by the drink or by the bottle, 
and he had asserted that he had bought it by 
the bottle. 
SOLICITOR O’BRYAN’S SIDE. 

Solicitor O’Bryan was sworn, and stated 
that he saw the boy about a week ago, and al- 
lowed him to remain at his work until wanted. 

He said then that he got the whisky from 
the National hotel bar. Tilden said that he 
did not know Mr. Steinau at that time, but 
since he had learned his name, and the Stei- 
nau he knew now was the man who sold the 
bottle of liquor to him that night. 

Wednesday evening, in the courtroom, he 
pointed out Mr, Steinau. 

Early yesterday morning Mr. O'Bryan stated 
that he was passing along’ the street and saw 
Mr. Steinau come out of the factory where 
Tiiden is employed. 

Mr. O’Bryan saw Charlie and his foreman 
and made an excuse for the boy’ sabsence. He 
then -asked Charlie if Mr. Steinau had seen 
him, and Charlie stated that he had.

Mr. Steinau was seen yesterday evening and

“There were two cases against me in the 
court for the same offense, and I did not know 
which one would be called. I was sure that 
the other one would come first, but when we 
found that the ‘Tilden case was to be tried, I 
went with my attorney, as anybody else would 
have done,tosee the witness. I asked him 
what he had sworn before the grand jury 
and he i stated that he had = sworn 
very positively; but now he was not so sure. 
Thea Itold him to swear thetruth: that I 
had rather go tog the chaingang myself than 
that he should swear to anything untrue. 

“Colonel Arnold, my attorney, and Mr. 
Seligman were both present; and as to the in- 
vestigation suggested by the court, 
dread it in the least, as | am 
to have the whole matter 
most rigid investigation.
